E. Clark refused to make any 
statement to a reporter for the Tlmes- 
J ournal, but the conversation he had 
with another person, coupled wrtth a 
few answers to questions, gives the 
following story:

I stopped at the Stewart 
when I was here before for Crouch 
& Son with some Imported horses. 
“ This man DeFord had been follow­ 
ing me all evening, calling me names. 
I did not want to quarrel with him. 
In the evening, just a short time be­ 
fore the accident, I met a blind man 
on the street that had been mighty 
good to me when I was sick at the 
Stewart hotel. 
He carried 
the d ty 
papers, and used to bring them to my 
room. 
“ I had set up the treats to him at 
the Turf, when this man came in 
again and hegai^ to call me names. 
I tried to pacify him, but be would 
not quit. 
I then went out the back 
way of the saloon and tried to get 
away from him. 
“ When I started to the hotel 1 saw 
him In front, and 1 stepped Into Van 
Noy’s cigar stand, and tried to get 
away from him. 
Seeing that he was 
gone, I stated that I would go up to 
my room, and started to go upstairs, 
only to find, when 1 reached the land­ 
ing, that he was waiting for me. With 
another oath he struck me in the ey6b 
I clinched him and we rolled down 
the stairs together.”

The J apanese hav e thus far shown 
themselv es indifferent to the need of 
repairing the destruction caused by 
the war, say s a Fort Arthur letter. 
’ lie reason appears to me to be that 
for the J apanese 
Port 
Arthur has 
nothing approaching the Importance 
that it had for the Russian. 
They 
have wished its possession simply to 
prevent some strong Western power 
from seizing it, because in such handf 
it would be a menace to J apan. 
The g reat line of forts which en­ 
circled the town aud which made it 
two y ears ag o the strong est citadel in 
the world remain in the damag ed con­ 
dition iü which the surrender left 
them, because they are of not the 
least use to the J apanese. 
If it is 
thoug ht later on aesirable to provide 
land defenses for the Kwantung pen­ 
insula these will 
probably 
be con­ 
structed not at Port Arthur, but forty 
miles back at the point where the 
isthmus connects the peninsula with 
the mainland 
and 
where the land 
space between the seas has a width 
of only two miles. 
It is not 
impossible 
that the J a­ 
panese may construct permanent for­ 
tifications at this place on the spot 
where the battle ot Nanshan Hill was 
foug ht. 
Their reason for this would 
be obvious.

If they were to lose con­

Steel rails at that time, according to 
an oilicial Investigation 
made 
by 
Carrol D. Wright, was $11.27 a ton; 
and the average selling price during 
the y ear was $31.78. 
For the follow­ 
ing th e y ears the profits fell off, be­ 
ing only 4 million dollars during the 
y ear ut the Homestead strike and 3 
millions in 189 3. 
In 189 8, although 
the price of rails averaged $17.62, the 
low^est figure on record, the Carnegie 
company cleared 11% millions. Such 
a gain as this—nearly a million a 
month—was 
unprecedented.

gie clapped his hands and aaid:

A Te rrible Spe c ta c le . 


The present eruption of Vesuvius as 
a spectacle, has been terrible and awe­ 
inspiring, but not for the most part 
as brilliant a sight as other minor 
manifestations of the volcano’s

Mr. Edison’s dream an idle one. 
Year by y ear the East river is be­ 
coming more and more of an obstruc­ 
tion to the free movement of 
two 
huge 
populations. 
Neither 
ferries 
nor bridge have availed to do away 
with the ever-increasing congestion. 
The huge Williamsburg bridge was 
completed, and lo! an apparently new 
army of bridge travelers sprang up 
and filled it almost to its capacity , 
while the old ravening army continu­ 
ed to clamor around the Manhattan 
end of the old bridge. 
For y ears before the subway was 
built the elevated railroads carried 
% million 
passengers 
daily . 
The 
subway w'as looked forward to for 
quick and permanent relief. The sub-| 
way has been completed and carries j 
475,000 passengers a 
day , 
y et thej 
elevated roads have bated not a jot 
in the pressure of their 
enormous 
traffic. 
The filled-in portion would consist 
of between six and eight square miles 
and would cost, according to some 
estimates, between 400 million dol­ 
lars and 500 million dollars. 
When 
once completed, however, the great 
undertaking would practically pay for 
itself In the acquisition 
of four or 
five square miles of made land in the 
heart of the greatest city in the world. 
It would add millions of dollars to the 
assessed valuation of property .
